Seas,” if not by anv direct pressure of French 

ohey and power upow his unparalleled admin- 
istration. How long we shall be disposed to a- 
muse ourselves in this way, fur amusement to 
ourselves is all thatcan be derived trom the task, 
isuncertain. Probably not long. Our resour. 
ces ate almost inexhaustible, but the very little 
meres which the great body of our countryinen 
feel in (he subject, in respect to which we can- 
didly canfess we have been not «litle disup- 
pointed, will soon render the work excessively 
disagreeable and irksome. 

The message of the President of the United 
States, at the opening of the sessiomot Congress, 
December 1805, contained the three following 
pavegraphs in connexion.
